211| Oraſmuch as both the Realmes of England and Scotland are 


| atnonglt others by the pꝛouidente of God Almighty, #lawfull right 
} | of deſcent vnited and incoꝛpoꝛated together vnder the Imperiall 
Crowne of the high and mightie Pzince lames by the grace of God 
King of England, Scotland, France and Jreland, Defender of the 
Faith, c. And his molt Excellent Maieſtie in his Pꝛintely wile⸗ 
dome knowing howe neceſſary it is, foꝛ Commerce and Trade be- 
tweene his louing Dublects of both his ſayd Kingdomes, That the 
true value at which certaine pieces of his Maieſties Quopne of Scotland hall bee Currant 
within his Kingdome of England , ſhould certaincly be made knowne and publiſhed to all his 
louing Subiects of both Nations : And finding vpon triall and certificate by His Mate ſties 
Officers of the Mynte within his Toe of London(vpon Commandement giuen buto them 
in that behalfe) That the Quoyne of Scotland called the Sixe lib. piece, of golde, is of the fine- 
neſſe of Twentie and two Carrects, and that ſire of thoſe pietes do make an ownte: And allo 
that the Quoyne of Scotland called the Marke piece of ſiluer, is of the value of Thirteene pence 
halfe-peny Sterling: Hath therefoꝛe publiſhed and declared, and by theſe pꝛeſents doeth pub⸗ 
liſh and declare, That the ſayde Quopne of golde called the Sire lib. piece, ſhall bee from 
hentefooꝛth Currant within his Maieſties Kingdome of England, at the value of Tenne ſhil⸗ 
lings Sterling, And that the ſayde Quoyne of ſiluer called the Marke piece, ſhall be from 
hentefooꝛth Currant within the ſapde Ringdome of England at the value of Thirteene pence 
halfe- peny. And his Maieſtie doth hereby ſpecially Charge and Command, that the Nates and 
values befoꝛe expꝛeſſed, be from hentefooꝛth actepted and allowed of by all his louing Subiects 
whatloeucr within the ſaid Realme of England. 
Giuen at his Maieſties pallace of pohutehall, the eight of Apꝛill, in the firſt peere of 
his Maieſties Reigne.
